Ghana  Lincoln  Set 
Sheet  February  12 


Ghana  will  join  in  the  celebration 
of  Abraham  Lincoln's  150th  birth- 
day anniversary  by  issuing  a  set  of 
3  commemorative  stamps  February 
12. 

One  design  will  be  used,  drawn 
by  Michael  Goaman  of  London, 
based  on  a  photograph  published  in 
"LIFE"  Magazine  in  July  i958.  It 
shows  Ghana's  Prime  Minister,  Dr. 
Kwame  Nkrumah  standing  befoie 
the  Lincoln  Memorial  in  Washing- 
ton D.  C. 


Tlie  denominations  will  be  2'-d, 
1-3  and  2/6,  printed  in  two-color  pho- 
togravure by  Harrison  &  Sons  Ltd., 
London.  Size  of  stamp,  29:4  x  40 
mm,  30  per  sheet,  with  marginal 
inscription,  plate  and  control  num- 
'  bcrs  and  watermarked  paper.  For 
the  first  time  Ghana's  own  water- 
marked paper  will  be  u.sed,  showing 
the  five-pointed  star  and  the  letter 
"G". 

Miniature  sheets  containing  the 
three  stamps,  imperforate,  along 
with  an  ap|M'0))riale  inscription  and 
the  dates  of  Lincoln's  bhth  and 
death  will  also  be  released,  A  limit- 
ed number  of  tiist  day  eoveis  — 
some  with  stamps,  some  with  minia- 
ture sheets  —  will  bo  made  avail- 
able. The  set  will  remain  on  saU' 
lor  3  weeks,  starting  February  12.

It  might  be  interesting  to  note 
the  Prime  Minister  (later  Presi- 
dent, and  still  later  ex-President) 
Kwame  Ni<rumah  entered  Lincoln 
University  in  1935.  After  graduat- 
ing in  1939  with  a  Baciielor  of  Arts 
degree  in  Economics  and  Sociol- 
ogy, he  taught  at  Lincoln  Univer- 
sity while  doing  graduate  work. 

Plate  numbers  used  in  printing 
the  Lincoln  stamp  were:  V-id  — 
baciiground  plate  (common  to  all 
valufsl  niirnlfi  brown.  lA.  13,  IC^ 
ID.    value    plate,    pink;    1/3  — 
background  plate  bronze  blue,  val- 
ue plate  light  blue;  and  2/6  — 
background  plate  olive  green,  val- 
ue plate  yellow. 

EJach  plate  appeared  in  number 
lA,  IB,  IC,  ID. 


Ghana's  1959  Lincoln 
Sesquicentennial  Issue

On  February  12,  1959  Ghana  released  a  series  of  three  stamps 
and  a  souvenir  sheet  to  commemorate  the  150th  anniversary  of  the 
I  birth  of  United  States  President  Abraham  Lincoln.  The  idea  to  com- 
memorate this  event  was  suggested  to  the  government  of  Ghana  by 
the  office  of  the  United  States  Information  Agency  (USIA)  in 
that  country.  Along  with  its  approval  of  the  issue,  the  government 
gave  its  suggestion  for  the  design;  a  photograph  of  Prime  Minister 
Kwame  Nkrumah  standing  in  front  of  the  Daniel  Chester  French 
statue  of  Lincoln. 

This  photograph  was  taken  dur- 
ing Nkrumah's  visit  to  the  United 
States  and  Canada  (July  18-August 
8,  1958)  and  was  published  in 
LIFE  magazine  in  July.  The  final 
design  was  developed  from  this 
photo  by  Michael  Goaman,  and 
printed  in  photogravure  by  Harri- 
son &  Sons  Ltd.,  botii  of  London. 

The  Lincoln  issue  (Scott  Nos.  39- 
41)  was  perforated  14  x  14y2,  and 
measured  29%  x  40mm.  It  was  re- 
leased in  2Mid,  1/3  and  2/6  val- 
ues, with  a  souvenir  sheet  (No. 
41a)  showing  all  three  values.  Each 
sheet  was  printed  in  four  panes, 
each  containing  30  stamps  —  six 
across  and  five  down. 

Each  pane  bears  a  distinguish- 
ing letter  (plate  number)  in  the 
lower  right-hand  corner,  and  a  con- 
trol number  in  the  lower  left-hand 
corner.  Across  the  top  selvage  is 
the  legend  "ABRAHAM  LINCOLN 
150TH  BIRTHDAY  ANNIVER- 
SARY". 

Plate  numbers  were  not  shovm 
on  the  souvenir  sheet,  which  con- 
tained imperforate  copies  of  all 
three  values  with  appropriate  com- 
mernorative  inscriptions.  These 
sheets  are  known  with  shifts  in  col- 
or and  also  with  the  colors  com- 
pletely lacking.  I  have  never  seen 
any  of  these,  however. 

Starting  with  the  Lincolns,  a  new 
watermark  was  used  for  the  first 
time  on  Ghana  postal  paper.  This 
consists  of  a  Ghana  five  -  pointed 
star  and  a  capital  "G".  This  is  ar- 
ranged in  alternating  lines,  both 
across  and  down  the  sheet.  These 
lines,  however,  are  at  a  slight  an- 
gle to  both  the  true  horizontal  and 
perpendicular. 

This  set  was  on  sale  for  three 
weeks,  and  was  withdrawn  on 
March  5,  1959.  However,  during  a 
short  period  in  1960,  many  issues 
of  the  1958-59  period  were  canceled- 
to-order  (CTO)  by  Ghana.  These 
CTO  stamps  were  sold  on  the  phila- 
telic market  at  below  face  prices. 
The  Lincoln  set  was  not  one  of 
these,  and  any  postmarked  cop- 
ies may  be  presumed  to  be  gen- 
uine.

j  "When  the  printing  figures  of  the 
Ghana  Lincoln  issue  including  the 
souvenir  sheets  were  requisitioned 
(with  the  proportions  of  the  U.  N. 
souvenir  sheet  in  mind),  the  enor- 
mous demand  and  interest  for  same 
was  not  anticipated.  The  subsequent 
demand  seems  to  have  been  fur- 
ther heightened  by  rumors  of  unus- 
ual scarcity  of  the  item.  Your  re- 
cent editorial  remark  that  one  sou- 
venir sheet  per  complete  set  of 
sheets  would  be  supplied  is  an  ex- 
ample of  such  unfounded  reports. 

"When  it  appeared  that  the  sou- 
venir sheets  would  be  immediately 
sold  out  if  they  were  delivered  on  a 
first-come  first-serve  basis,  it  was 
decided  that  the  remaining  avail- 
able supply  of  them  would  be 
stretched  out  so  as  to  make  them  ' 
available  to  all  buyers  of  regular 
stamps  as  long  as  they  would  be 
available.  Obviously,  it  would  have 
been  easier  and  less  troublesome  to 
sell  them  out  immediately,  but  in 
order  to  do  justice  to  the  hundreds 
and  hundreds  of  small  dealers  who 
have  been  loyal  to  Ghana,  we 
stretched  the  supply  out  and  can 
assure  you  and  your  readers  that 
no  buyer  of  regular  stamps  had  to 
do  without  souvenir  sheets. 

"The  issue  is  certainly  a  valuable 
addition  to  anyone's  collection.  The 
entire  ijssue  was  sold  out  on  day  of 
issue.

Ghost  Shadow  Error 
On  Ghana  Lincolns 

With  six  different  printing  impres- 
sions required  to  produce  the  recent 
Ghana  Lincoln  souvenir  sheets,  the 
possibility  of  misses  or  shifts  was 
unusually  high.  The  care  and  preci- 
sion of  the  printers  is  attested  by 
the  fact  that  thus  far  only  two  such 
"errors"  have  been  reported.

Manfred  R.  Lehmann,  of  the  Gha- 
na Philatelic  Agency  Ltd.,  New 
York,  reports  that  a  very  few  sheets 
have  been  reported  with  the  yellow 
impression  on  the  2/6  value  shifted 
almost  an  eighth  of  an  inch  to  the 
left.  The  result  is  a  ghost  light  sha- 
dow at  Nkrumah's  right,  the  almost 
complete  obliteration  of  the  "2"  of 
value,  behind  his  loft  arm,  and  a 
faint  "ABRAHAM  LINCOLN"  in 
the  margin  at  the  left  of  the  stamp. 

The  second  is  almost  identical,  on 
the  2y2d  value,  and  even  wider.  Al- 
most all  of  the  left  arm  of  Lin- 
coln's chair  is  left  white,  and  only 
close  inspection  discloses  (hat  the 
value  is  not  a  mere  ''-d.  Actual 
quantities  of  the  two  shifts  in  phil- 
atelic hands  are  not  known. 

Printing  was  in  panes  of  30 
stamps,  from  four  sots  of  plates. 
Each  set  consisted  of  throe  back- 
ground plates  common  to  all  values 
plus  a  single  denomination  color 
plate  for  each.  Plates  wore  num- 
bered lA,  IB,  IC,  and  ID  in  each  of 
the  six  sets,  but  the  numbois  wore 
not  sliown  on  the  souvenir  sheets  as 
issued.

Lincoln  In  Ghana 

Abraham  Lincoln  was  born  Febru- 
ary 12,  1809,  and  in  this  sesquicen- 
tennial  year  the  African  state  of 
Ghana  offers  a  rnemorial  stamp 
bearing  a  portrait  of  Prime  Minister 
Kwame  Nkrumah — against  a  back- 
ground of  the  Lincoln  Memorial  in 
Washington,  D.C. 

For  people  who  peer  anxiously  in 
these  anxious  times  for  stravts  in  the 
wind  (who  doesn't?),  this  looks  like 
a  straw  in  the  wind.  And  since  the 
winds  of  Africa  are  especially  rec- 
ommended for  cold  war  portents  by 
the  knowing,  the  Ghana  Lincoln 
stamp  takes  on  special  interest. 
What  can  be  behind  its  issuance? 

The  guessing  begins  with  the  ob- 
vious. Dr.  Nkrumah  is  the  most  dis- 
tinguished alumnus  of  Lincoln  Uni- 
versity in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 
Still,  it  is  a  melancholy  common- 
place  of  the  modern  world  that  non-- 
Western  graduates  of  Western  uni- 
versities do  not  always  turn  out  to 

be  friendly  to  Western  heroes. 
•      •  • 

It  may  be  interesting,  then,  to 
look  further  into  the  education  the 
Prime  Minister  of  Ghana  got  at  Lin- 
coln and  elsewhere.  He  went  to 
school  first  at  mission  schools  in 
what  was  then  the  British  territory 
of  the  Gold  Coast.  The  mission 
schools  were  Roman  Catholic  and 
the  infant  Kwame  Nkrumah  was 
baptized  a  Catholic. 

From  the  mission  school  Nkrumah 
went  to  the  Prince  of  Wales  College 
'  at  Achimota.  This  school,  British- 
run,  was  not  exactly  like  anything 
.familiar  to  Americans,  but  had  ele- 
ments of  what  we  would  call  high 
school,  junior  college,  and  teacher- 
training  courses.  One  of  the  things 
Prince  of  Wales  did  for  Nkrumah 
was  stimulate  in  him  a  taste  for 
more  education. 

He  arrived  in  the  United  States 
in  the  bleak  depression  year  of  1935 
and  signed  up  at  once  at  Lincoln 
University.  There  he  took  the  then 
fashionable  courses,  majoring  in  so- 
ciology and  economics. 

But  something  at  Lincoln  or  some- 
thing in  Nkrumah  or  a  mingling  of 
both  pricked  the  future  Prime  Min- 
ister on  beyond  the  mere  positivism 
of  the  so-called  behavioral  sciences. 
Somehow  he  sensed  at  a  time  when 
the  idea  was  distinctly  un-chic  at 
many  colleges  that  there  were  fur- 
ther reaches  of  the  humane  tradi- 
tion worthy  of  exploration. 


Young  Nkrumah  entered  the  Lin- 
coln Theological  Institute  and 
emerged  with  the  degree  of  bache- 
lor of  theology.  He  tackled  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  where  he 
got  degrees  in  education  and  in 
sacred  theology.  From  then  on  he 
supplemented  his  earnings  as  ship- 
yard worker,  steward,  etc.,  by  teach- 
ing and  preaching  in  Negro  churches 
in  New  York  and  Pennsylvania. 

In  those  years,  however,  as  no 
doubt  now,  there  was  one  ultimate 
goal  of  the  young  English-speaking 
Asian  or  African  who  wanted  to 
learn  all  that  the  West  knew,  in 
behalf  of  his  own  people.  This  was 
the  London  School  of  Economics  and 
Politics,  whose  faculty  then  fea- 
tured the  top  Marxist  evangel  to  the 
Anglo-American  world,  the  late 
Harold  J.  Laski. 

In  the  year  (1945)  when  Nkru- 
mah reached  the  L.S.E.,  Laski  had 
just  published  a  book  in  which  ha 
argued  that  communism  would  ab- 
sorb the  post-war  world  just  as 
Christianity,  which  Laski  briskly  dis- 
missed as  moribund,  had  revitalized 
Europe  after  the  fall  of  Rome.  What- 
ever Nkrumah  made  of  such  notions, 
they  did  not  deter  him  from  a  study 
Lincoln  himself  had  undertaken  in 
Illinois  a  century  before — the  young 
African  joined  Gray's  Inn  to  read 
English  law,  with  all  its  ethical,  not 

to  say  theological,  implications. 
•       •  • 

These,  then,  are  the  educational 
influences  that  shaped  the  African 
leader  who  is  picturing  himself  with 
the  Lincoln  memorial  on  a  sesqui- 
centennial  postage  stamp.  And  the 
Lincoln  stamp  is  not  the  only  inter- 
esting item  in  recent  Ghana  policy. 

One  of  the  critical  events  in  the 
contemporary  history  of  Africa  was 
the  All-African  Peoples'  Conference 
which  Nkrumah  called  at  Accra,  his 
capital,  in  December.  To  Accra 
eager-beaver  Marxoids  and  Commu- 
nists hurried  as  a  matter  of  course. 

But  before  the  meeting  the  Prime 
Minister  had  made  sure  there  would 
be  a  message  of  greeting  from  the 
anti-Marxoid  Vice  President  of  the 
United  States  (who  had  visited 
Ghana,  and  whose  visit  the  Prime 
Minister  had  recently  returned). 
And  Nkrumah's  keynote  speech, 
though  stoutly  pro-African,  included 
a  warning  that  "colonialism  and  im- 
perialism may  come  to  us  in  a  dif- 
ferent guise,  not  necessarily  from 
Europe.  .  .  ." 

Dr.  Nkrumah  is  only  beginning 
his  career,  of  course,  and  a  wide 
range  of  possibilities  lies  before  him, 
as  before  other  of  the  new  national 
leaders.  But  there  are  some  signs 
that  at  Lincoln  University,  and  be- 
fore and  after,  he  got  the  kind  of 
education  urged  on  young  men  by 
Laski's  emphatically  non  -  Marxist 
successor  at  the  L.S.E.:  .  .  not  to 
be  indoctrinated  with  a  message, 
economic  or  political,  but  to  learn 
how  to  think  for  themselves.  .  ,  ,"

Now  it  is  disclosed  that 
there  is  no  postoffice  in  Cler- 
mont. Altho  the  covers  will 
be  serviced  at  Kingston,  the  ' 
postmark  will  be  of  a  special 
postal  station  established  for 
the  occasion,  and  it  will  in- 
clude the  name  of  the  village 
of  Clermont.  This  follows  the 
pattern  established  when  the 
Project  Mercury  stamp  cov- 
ers were  postmarked  Cape 
Canaveral  even  tho  there  was 

I  no  postoffice  of  that  narae.

Ghana  marks  the  centen- 
'  ary  of  the  assassination  of 
President  Lincoto  with  a  set 
of  four  stamps.  Lincohi  was 
previously  honored  by  Ghana 
.  upon  the  150th  anniversary  of 
his  birth.  The  6-pence  stamp 
in  brown,  yellow,  green,  and 
red,  shows  Lincoln's  home  in 
Springfield  and  his  portrait. 
It  was  designed  by  M.  C. 
Farrar  Bell  of  England.  The 
'  l-shilUng-S-pence  stamp  shows 
'  a  portrait  and  an  excerpt 
from  his  inaugural  address: 
"With  malice  toward  none; 
with  charity  for  all  .  . 
This  value  is  in  blue,  black, 
and  red,  and  was  designed 
.  by  Anthony  S.  B.  New,  of 
'  England. 

The  2-shilling  value  shows 
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a  portrait  of  Lincoln  and  his 
autograph.  This  design  is  by 
Robert  Hegeman  of  Chicago, 
and  the  prmting  is  in  yellow, 
black,  and  red.  The  5-shilling 
stamp  is  an  adaptation  of  the 
90-cent,  black  and  red  Stamp 
of  the  United  States  which 
was  issued  in  1869.  This 
value  also  was  designed  by 
New,  and  it  is  prmted  in  the 
original  colors  of  its  United 
States  prototype.
